True, he has not as. yet re¬ 
ceived word .of its acceptance, but 
in veiw of the fact that he was 
been on sick leave for the past 
six weeks, he does not feel that 
the Department will insist on long¬ 
er notice. 

It will be a matter of concern 
to his friends to learn too that to 
continue in active life to any ex¬ 
tent would only aggravate the con¬ 
dition, which has kept him from 
his work here for the past month 
and a half. 

It is with the keenest regret 
that this piorteer has at long last 
felt it necessary to terminate his 
service to the community he saw 
grow from homesteads and virgin 
prairie to the thriving and active 
place it is today. And the part tha* 
Mr. Elves played in the develop¬ 
ment of this district is by no 
means a small one. No man has 
served the people both as a pub¬ 
lic servant and personal friend 
more faithfully than he. He has 
always felt the deepest love for 
his work, and sincerely enjoyed 
being of service to one and all. 
His duties have at all times been 
conscientiously carried out. He 
is in his 39th year as Post Mast¬ 
er and was last year presented 
with a long servise badge by the 
Postal Department, in recognition 
of his "long and meritorious" ser¬ 
vice, one certainly well earned. 

The people of Vulcan sincerely 
hope to see much of Mr. and Mrs. 
Elves, now that he has “handed 
over the reins”, and wish him a 
long and happy retirement.

Sanity in Sport 


Acting under Instructions from ROY HENDERSON of Cayley

Intensive competition, the desire 
to win and gate receipts are 
masking our vision as to the more 
important functions which sport 
und recreation should serve, it is 
stated by Dr. A. S. Lamb in an 
article— "Sanity in Sports" — in 
the current issue of HEALTH, of¬ 
ficial magizine of the Health 
League of Canada. Dr. Lamb is 
Director of the Department of 
Physical Education and Athletics, 
MfeGill University, Montreal. 

“The attendant evils are' apt to 
make very rapid inroads on our 
traditions of play, which may be¬ 
come 6o impregnated op to create 
a most serious situation for the 
rising generation,” Dr. Lamb stat¬ 
es. "It is unsound and unhealthy 
to think in terms of compensation 
every time an athlete steps on the 
field. It is our responsibility to 
see that the many thousands of 
boys and girls who want to play 
for love of it, have the opportunity 
to do so. It is our obligation to see 
that participation receives its pro¬ 
per emphasis, rather than passive 
observation. That would be sanity 
in sport." 

Dr. Lamb emphasizes he is not 
opposed to professional sport which 
he termed a form of public enter¬ 
tainment, but states “ what I am 
opposed to, however, is to be one 
thing and camouflage oneself as 
a chamelon.” 

Sport—recreation—the spirit of 
play—is essentially basic and fund¬ 
amental, the writer says, and 
rightly directed instincts of play 
may exert important educational 
influences. Further, he says that 
it would be Incorrect to look on 
recreation as assuming only a phy¬ 
sical form, that there are equally 
important phases from the mental, 
moral and social aspects of our 
nature. 

“Honesty, loyalty, or any other 
attribute of character cannot be 
imposed—they must grow from 
within as a result of guided sit¬ 
uations which call forth the right 
responses,” Dr. Lamb writes. ‘.The 
values of sane sport vary with age 
and other conditions, but 'playing 
the game' has a depth and wealth 
of meaning which extendk beyond 
the game itself into the activit¬ 
ies of life. 

“The values of sport are no long¬ 
er values unless they live with us 
in all our relationships. The rules 
of the game are the rules of life.”

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is confined to cultivated fields 
where the soil is readily suscept¬ 
ible to the action of wind and 
water. However, water erosion can 
and does take place on pasture 
land. Until now little sheet eros¬ 
ion has been observed. Most of the 
erosion has' been confined to the 
gully type, which is usually the 
result of cattle and vehicle trails 
which become drainage channels 
for the spring run-off. 

When spring run-off has made 
its way down the natural drain¬ 
age channels, it is lost forever to 
the rancher or farmer whose land 
it has passed through. While in 
many areas irrigation is unfeas- 
able, spring flooding provides a 
relatively simple means of increas¬ 
ing crop production. • 

At the Manyberries, Alberta 
Station, a six-acre plot of crested 
wheat-grass was flooded by using 
the overflow of the dam as it pas¬ 
sed down the spillway. Although 
this flooding only lasts a very 
short time, the lapd has consist¬ 
ently produced twice as much hay 
as an adjacent dryland crested 
wheat-grass area. 

In many cases water from melt¬ 
ing snow can be spread over nat¬ 
ive pastures, hay meadows or cult¬ 
ivated fields and the yields of for¬ 
age greatly increased. In some in¬ 
stances water that would other- 
v'ise run off and be lost can be 
diverted (nto sloughs or other low 
lying areas and a crop of hay pro¬ 
duced. In other cases the outlets 
from such depressions can be plug¬ 
ged and sufficient water held back 
to produce a good crop of fodder. 

Wherever there is a possibility 
of using spring run-off, some steps 
should be taken to utilize It to the 
best advantage. Small dykes will 
help to hold the water and spread 
it. The cost involved is easily Just¬ 
ified by the increased production 
of crops.

j The conservation of our soil and 
batural resources is being dis¬ 
cussed .cruite frequently now a 
days. This is a very healthy sign.

The evidence of soil erosion 
crops up in many places and in 
many ways—from the appearance 
of unhealthy stock on worn out 
pastures and deformed fields made 
unworkable Dy gullies—all the way 
back to the hills and mountains 
where the need for conservation 
really begins. iOur forests are vit¬ 
al to our w elfare. 

At a recent Fish and Game As¬ 
sociation meeting it was decided 
to bring as a Speaker, Brigadier 
General Kennedy. We hope that 
he will be able to address a Clar- 
esholm audience this summer and 
tell us of the vital place that for¬ 
ests have in our livelihood and 
what is being done to rehabilitate 
and preserve them. 

Conservation also means attend¬ 
ing to small matters and the fol¬ 
lowing is nn item from the Many¬ 
berries Experimental Station that 
will be interesting to a number of 
our readers.

Care Required In 
Choice of Shrubs 


It is better to use fairly small 
plants in planting a hedge, says 
R. W. Oliver, Assistant, Orna¬ 
mental Horticulture, Central Ex¬ 
perimental Farm* Ottawa. Two- 
year-old plants from seed are ex¬ 
cellent for most deciduous hedges 
and four years .for conifers. 

The first spring after planting, 
deciduous hedges should be cut 
down to within a few inches of 
the ground. If older bushy plants 
are used cut them back almost to 
the base of last year’s growth. This 
causes the plgnt to throw out 
numerous new shoots close to the 
ground. In the case of conifers, 
cut off only about half of last 
year's growth. 

Hedges must be clipped each 
year to keep them, in -good shape. 
Never let a hedge reach the de¬ 
sired height before starting to, 
trim it. This will result in a bushy' 
top on tall leafless stems. 

The correct time to trim will 
vary with the locality and the 
season. In general, hedges should 
be trimmed when the active period 
of new growth is about at an end. 
In most parts of Canada this will 
be at the end of June or early 
July for deciduous plants and a- 
hout September first for conifers. 
Hedges should be clipped during 


cool, dull spells of weather to 
avoid tip burning. 

The reason for clipping towards 
the end of the growing season is 
largely one of economy. Hedges 
trimmed at this time rarely grow 
enough to get out of shape duting 
the remainder of the season and
